THE REPORTED LOSS OF IHE JEAN­ 
NETTE. 
The reported loss of the Jeannette, 
which comes to us from Japan, does not 
appear to rest upon any trustworthy au­ 
thority. In fact we are inclined to regard 
it as merely a roundabout repetition and 
expansion of the story which reached San 
Francisco several months ago, concerning 
the probable fate of the missing whalers. 
W e do not perceive that the Japan papers 
have had any special or exclusive intelli­ 
gence in regard to the matter, and there­ 
fore we attach little importance to the 
rumor. 
It is 
of 
course 
possible 
that the Jeannetto has been crushed 
in the 
ice, and 
arguments drawn 
from 
considerations 
as 
to 
her 
strength of hull are by no means calcu­ 
lated to give assurance, seeing that the 
arctic ice is notoriously capable of crushing 
the strongest work of men’s hands ever put 
together. No vessel ever built was Btrong 
enough to withstand the possible pressure 
of those enormous masses of ice, and there­ 
fore it must be admitted that if the Jean­ 
nette got into the middle of the ice there 
could be no guarantee for her survival. 
The hope of her friends, of course, is 
that she has not been so helplessly in­ 
closed, hut that Lieutenant De Long was 
able to get her into shelter, or possibly into 
open water, on 
the other side of 
the dangerous region. It may be added, 
that even supposing fresh information had 
Leon obtained from the Esquimaux, it 
would not necessarily be reliable, for that 
the natives are very apt to adapt the char­ 
acter of their answers to the supposed 
wishes of their interlocutors, and there­ 
fore when the latter examine them about 
a missing vessel, they might think it a 
piece of jiolitenesj to invent the vessel. 
So far as can be perceived, there is as good 
ground for believing in the escape of the 
Jeannette as in her loss, up to the present 
time. The fact is, that much unjusti­ 
fiable 
alarm 
has 
been 
caused in 
regard to her by the impatience of the 
press. Before there was any possibility of 
hearing from the expedition, rumors of 
disaster began to be circnlated, and one 
result of this was that the continued 
silence has seemed more and more menac­ 
ing, when in reality it was precisely what 
should have been expected. The Japan 
story does not strike us as a genuine con­ 
tribution to the history of the expedition, 
and we think the friends of the expedition 
will be justified in regarding it as a mere 
echo or repetition of old reports, worked 
over and quite possibly embellished in the 
course of transmission. 
SOKBY FOB THE PEOPLE. 
W hen McClellan called on General 
Hanoock to sympathize with him, the 
defeated candidate observed that he was 
“ sorry for the party and the people." 
His sorrow for the party is legitimate 
enough, but it is very absurd of him to 
pretend to be sorry for the people. Does 
he imagine that he would have made a 
better President than Garfield, we won­ 
der ? Does he regret the opportunities 
the people have had for absorbing novel 
information about the tariff from his lips? 
Or does he think that his state papers 
would have been peculiarly weghty ? It 
does not m atter mnch, but really the peo­ 
ple do not need General Hancock’s sympa­ 
thy or sorrow on this auspicious occasion. 
Bots to the Resole.—A team balked at 
Folsom last week while hauling a wagon load 
of peanuts, and in less than five minutes 
every boy in that end of the county was 
earnestly engaged in helping to relieve the 
situation. 


WORK FOR CONGRESS. 
The New York Herald remarks that 
“ three important matters to come before 
“ the next Congress will be the apportion- 
“ ment according to the last census, the 
“ repeal of the silver bill, and the refund­ 
i n g of the five and six per cent, bonds.” 
The second of these questions is undoubt­ 
edly the most necessary of all, though the 
third also cannot be postponed with safety. 
The silver question has been avoided by 
the politicians until it can be neglected no 
longer. W hen the silver bill was passed it 
was only a question of time for it to be­ 
come a pressing danger to the stability of 
the currency, and in the interval which 
has elapsed since its passage so much silver 
has been coined that the danger has be­ 
come imminent. The silver bill provided 
for the monthly coinage of at least two 
million dollars, worth, at the present price 
of the metal, 87 cents to the dollar. The 
object of those who forced this law upon 
the country was to get these dollars into 
circulation for the purpose of paying off 
the public debt with them. As they are 
intrinsically worth no more than 87 cents, 
but are nevertheless full legal tender, the 
result of forcing them into circulation in 
large 
amounts 
must 
be 
to 
drive 
the present superior currency out of cir­ 
culation. Gold, and note3 based upon 
gold cannot circulate side by side with an 
inferior currency. The latter will in such 
a case always be preferred for the discharge 
of liabilities, and consequently the gold 
will disappear. But when gold disappears 
the support of the greenbacks will vanish 
too, and as silver will then become the 
standard of value, the greenback will rest 
upon silver instead of upon gold. The 
purchasing power of the currencj, both 
silver and greenbacks, must then sink to 
the actual value of the silver dollar; that 
is to say, to S7 cents on the dollar. In­ 
stead, therefore, of having, as now, a cur­ 
rency worth 100 cents to the dollar all 
over the Union, we should have, under the 
operation of the silver bill, a depreciated 
currency, worth at the most S7 cents on 
the dollar, and liable to sink very much 
farther. This is the situation to which 
the silver bill is conducting the country, 
and if we wish to preserve the sound and 
stable and 
lull value currency we 
now enjoy, we must repeal that law 
promptly. The Republican party can­ 
not afford 
to temporize 
with the 
question. 
That 
party 
has assumed 
the responsibility and taken to itself the 
credit of effecting resumption of specie 
payments, and it must now realize that the 
measure of which it is so jnstly proud is 
threatened with speedy collapse unless the 
coinage of silver is stopped. It is only 
necessary to let things alone, in fact, for 
resumption to be defeated by the agencies 
now at work. The silver bill contains 
within itself all the machinery for the 
restoration of the gold premium, and for 
the return of depreciation and fluctuation 
in the currency. The politicians will have 
to master this vital question at once, and 
stand prepared to take action upon it when 
Congress meets for the winter session. The 
bill must be repealed or the whole scheme 
of resumption will go by the board, and 
silver once established as the standard it 
would take a generation probably to undo 
the mischief. 
The refunding of the flve and six per 
cent, bonds which mature next year will 
have to be accomplished also. The Demo­ 
crats have delayed this necessary measure 
despite all representations of its urgency, 
aud if we may judge from their past ac­ 
tions they would have been very likely, 
had they carried the late election, to at­ 
tempt some such ahBurd policy in regard to 
these securities as the Greenbackers pro­ 
posed. The situation to be dealt with is 
simple and clear. Next year §782,000,000 
of tive and six per cent, bonds mature. 
The country has not the surplus revenues 
at hand to discharge this debt. Therefore 
the best thing it can do ia to refund the 
amount at a lower rate of interest, and 
tiius save outlay. There can be no doubt 
of the ability of the Government under the 
favorable auspices of a Republican admin­ 
istration, to effect the refunding upon ad­ 
vantageous terms, and thus to save several 
millions per annum in interest. There is 
no choice of courses, however. Refunding 
is the only plan that offers, simply because 
o itright payment is impossible. It is not 
necessary to pay any further atten­ 
tion to the preposterous Greenbacker 
scheme for emptying the Treasury of 
its coin reserves in discharge of a small 
portion of these bonds. The people have 
too emphatically repudiated all that 
nonsense to leave any doubt as to 
the general confidence in the statesman­ 
like measures which have been thus far 
pursued by the Secretary of the Treasury. 
It is the desire of the people that the debt 
Bhould be paid off as quickly as possible) 
and that is being done now. The five and 
six per cents, will have to be refunded, 
and a Republican Congress must see that 
this is effected with as little delay as pos­ 
sible. When the danger of a silver glut 
has been removed by the repeal of the 
Bland-Allison bill, and the entire debt has 
been lefundtd at three or three and a half 
per cent., the Republican party will have 
earned a fresh title to the confidence and 
esteem of the nation, and will have placed 
the public currency and finances on a stable 
and satisfactory basis. 
Politicians |w iil 
doubtless be less timid hereafter about do­ 
ing right than they have been, since the 
practical extinction of Greenbackism must 
convince them that the era of currency 
fantasies is at an end, and that the people 
have learned to appreciate honest money at 
something like its true value.

Washington, November 8th.—Personal 
friends of Geueral Garfield say he will net 
again take his seat in the Houee of Repre­ 
sentatives, but will in a few dayB resign both 
it and his prospective membership of the 
Senate. His successor in the House, who 
wjll of course be a Republican, may be 
elected npon ten days’ notice. It is believed 
here that Secretary Sherman, although he 
could doubtless be at the head of the Treas­ 
ury Department under President Garfield if 
he wished to, will re-enter the Senate as 
Thurman’s successor in place of Garfield, 
and that Governor Foster, of Ohio, will be 
given a Cabinet position, probably the Secre­ 
taryship of the Interior. 
Friends of Attorney-General Devens pre­ 
dict that he will be nominated to a position 
ou the Supreme Bench during the coming 
session of Congress, to succeed either Justice 
Clifford or Justice Hunt, one of whom, it is 
said, will probably retire before President 
Hayes goes out of office. 
George Francis Dawson of California, 
formerly Librarian of the United Statu 
Senate, aud at present Treasurer of the Re­ 
publican Congressional Campaign Commit­ 
tee, is announced as a candidate for the posi 
tion of Sergeant at-Arm3 of the next House 
of Representative*. Mr. Dawson Í3 favora 
bly known as a journalist and as the com­ 
piler of the Republican Committee’s text 
books in the last two campaigns, who will be 
supported by a large number of friends among 
the members. 
In view of ‘the strong possibility that Gen­ 
eral Mahone may act with the Republicans, 
and thus tie the Senate, a very interesting 
question has arisen as to the right of the 
V ice-President to cast the deciding vote on 
any resolution affecting the Senate’s organ­ 
ization. Prominent Democrats already argue 
that as he is not a member of the Senate he 
has no such light, hut on the other hand it is 
insisted that he must necessarily possess it, 
for the same reason that the Constitution 
gives him the unquestioned right of breaking 
a dead iock in all matters of legislation. 
The importance of having control of the 
Senate of course reaches far beyond securing 
the .ffires that attach to the patronage of 
the Senate, the main point being to secure a 


majority of representation ou the commit­ 
tees, by which all the important legislation 
is shaped or largely dictated, and there is no 
doubt that the Republicans will make a de­ 
termined effort to obtain this advantage as 
soon as President-elect Garfield convenes the 
Senate on the 4th of March to confirm his 
appointments. If there then be a tie on the 
organization, and the Vice-President acts 
upon the Republican theory and declares a 
standing committee adopted, the Democrats 
will have no other recourse than an 
appeal from his decision, and although he 
cannot vote upon the question of sustaining 
his own decision it cannot be overruled ex­ 
cept by a majority vote, a tie vote upon ap­ 
peals beiDg equivalent to a minority vote. It 
is furthermore questionable how Judge Davis 
would vote upon such an appeal. He will 
doubtless vote with the Democrats to retain 
the preseut organization, bnt on the point of 
parliamentary law above suggested he might 
very possibly vote with the R-publicans. 
A letter received from a warm personal 
friend of General Mahone, dated Richmond 
yesterday, says Mr. Mahone declines posi­ 
tively to talk about his future party relations 
or his own political course. Acknowledging 
himself as completely surprised by the result, 
he says he is undismayed, and will do his 
best next time. He says that for the present, 
so far as the Senate is concerned, he is a cau­ 
cus of one, and shall practice a masterly in­ 
activity.

DOMESTIC. 
The Reported Loss of Ihe Jeannette. 
N ew Y o rk . November 8th.—An evening 
paper has the following Washington Bpecial: 
The reported loss of the Bennett arctic ex­ 
ploring steamer Jeannette, with all on board, 
telegraphed from San Francisco, is doubted 
here. It is explained that in October, 1879, 
two New Bedford whalers—the Vigilant and 
Mount Wollaston—with forty men on board 
of each, were caught in the pack ice to the 
Bouthwestward of Herald Island, since which 
time neither vessels, nor aDy traces of them, 
have been reported seen by anybody. The 
whalers were not constructed nor equipped 
for wintering iu the Arctic, and no doubt ex- 
is's iu the minds of other whaling captains that 
the two vessels and their crews were de­ 
stroyed absolutely. The remains of the men 
or parts of the musing whalers, if seen by 
the Esquimaux, might readily be mistaken 
for portions of the Jeannette or her crew. 
Captain Hooper, of the revenue steamer 
Corwin, does not believe the Jeannette is 
lost, as she was powerfully built, with a 
special view to ice pressure, and so modeled 
that it was expected that the pack would 
raise her out of water rather than crush her. 
For these, among other reasons, the hope is 
entertained that the Jeannette’s people will 
yet come out of the Arctic in safety. 
W ashington, November 8th —The Chief 
Clerk of the Revenue Marine Bureau of the 
Treasury Department discredits the report of 
the loss of the Jeannette. 
The (tucsllou or Bringing Chinese from 
Cuba to Loui.lunu. 
W ash in g to n , November 8:h.—The agent 
of the New Orleans and Havana steamship 
line \va3 here for some days with reference to 
the proposed bringing over of Chinese from 
Cuba to Louisiana, to be employed by the 
sugar planters of that State. Too obstacles 
thrown in the way by the Spanish aHtlioritits 
and Chinees Consul have been mentioned, 
and the mission of the agent here was to 
ai-certaiu if something could not be done 
from this point. He called at the Depart­ 
ment of State and Chinese Embassy, hut 
nothing practical resulted. In view of what 
he characterizes as bad treatmentexperienced 
by the Chinese who have settl. d iu the United 
States, tlie Chinese Embassador says he does 
not feel inclined to take any action that will 
result in bringing any more of them here, and 
as the United States Government desires a 
modification of the treaty so as to check 
Chinese emigration to California the State 
Department considers that it will not be con­ 
sistent to encourage such emigration to 
Louisiana. 
Beport Denied. 
P a te rso n (N. J.), November Sth.—The 
rum r widely published in the New 
York dailies that Chinese labor is being 
introduced 
in silk and other mills of 
this city 
is met by an indignant de­ 
nial by the manufacturers. The Barbour 
Flax-spinning Company, who have been rep­ 
resented as already having a number of 
Chiuauien at work by way of experiment, 
declare that the statement ia false in every 
particular. 
In a personal canvass of the 
great mills of Paterson questions were asked 
as follows : First—Do you have any Chinese 
labor employed? Second—Have you con­ 
templated employing any? They said no. 
Do you believe there are any Chinese era- 
Djoyed in any silk or other mills in Paterson ? 
Fourth—In your judgment, has such employ­ 
ment ever been seriously contemplated by 
any ? The answer to all was a uniform and 
indignant no. 
A H orrible Tragedy—Jealousy, Insanity 
nnd Drunkenness. 
B a te sv ille (O.), November Sth.—A hor­ 
rible tragedy became known here yesterday 
morning. Frank M. P.eideubaugh, a young 
German, wealthy, who three years ago mar­ 
ried the daughter of a neighboring farmer, 
came home late Saturday night intoxicated, 
and entering a room where his wife and child 
slept assaulted them with an ax. His wife’s 
skull was crushed by a single blow, and then 
his son’s throat cut by the edge of the ax. 
tie then went to a room where Airs. Stephens, 
a visitor, and her child and servant girl were 
sleeping, and killed Mrs. Stephens aud child. 
The servant girl awakened aud sprang toward 
the door, but was knocked senseless and left 
for dead. Upon recovering consciousness she 
gave an alarm and the neighbors cauie. It 
was not till morning that the murderer was 
found hidden in a tobacco-house with his 
throat cut, but not fatally. Jealousy, in­ 
sanity aud drunkenness are the theories ad­ 
vanced to account for the horrible crime.

New York, November 8th. The World’s 
special has the following incident: At the 
Athlone Land League meeting yesterday, 
Timothy Sullivan, in the course of his speech, 
had recourse to one of thosa dramatic 
touches that act on a crowd like wildfire.

The Sub-Preftct states that the author­ 
ities do not intend to break open the doors, 
but will continue the siege a month if neces­ 
sary. The Fathers declare that they have 
sufficient provisions, and will not yield.

The nobles 
are offering them their palaces, the Town 
Courts are giving them old convents and 
vacant buildings, the King is granting them 
interviews and the Ministry are authorizing 
the Jesuits and others to establish themselves 
in Madrid and all over the kingdom. 
Tlie French Chumbera. 
N ew Y ork, November 8th.—A special 
telegram from London says: The following 
is the substance of a speech to be read by 
Ferry to the French Chamber of Deputies at 
the opening to-morrow : The expulsion of 
unauthorized congregations has been success­ 
fully carried out. The Government recom­ 
mends to members the adoption of a system 
of gratuitous and compulsory primary edu­ 
cation. With regard to the laws on associa­ 
tions, they are so long that they will not be 
laid before the Chambers this session. New 
laws for the regulation of the press will abo 
be urged upon the representative bodies, but 
so long as the old form of legislation f xists it 
will be rigidly adhered to. The construction 
of the Rhone Canal is specially recommended 
to the consideration of the representative 
bodies. The Senate is urged to vote 
with as little delay as p asible a general 
financial tariff, the Government being desir­ 
ous to con elude commercial treaties with all 
nations liefore the dissolution in October 
next. As regards foreign affairs, France is 
at peace with all the world, aud the Govern­ 
ment entertains strong hopes that the East­ 
ern questi n will be settled in accordance 
with the Berlin treaty. No mention what­ 
ever is made of Greece. Iu conclusion, the 
Government does not pretend to put forward 
a pompous programme of fallacious promise», 
but all its promises it will endeavor to carry 
out. The Government asks the majority to 
grant it entire confidence, and to follow it 
faithfully. The Extreme Left will, immedi­ 
ately after reading this speech, raise a de­ 
bate upon it, which will be postponed until 
Thursday.
